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Proposed Beer 
Sale Act For | 


Hotels Printed 


Licenses Would Yield Large 
Revenue To The 


Province 

Copies of the proposed new “Tem- 
perance Act” to provide for the legal 
sale of beer, as drafted by the Alber- 
ta Hotel Men's Association, to pres: 
‘ent in connection with their proposed 
plebiscite, have been prepared and are 
‘out of the printer's hands. 

The proposed new act states that it 
shall be supplementary to the present 
Liquor Act not superseding but  ac- 
..gompanying that act. It provides for 
the legal sale of beer, not to exceed 
four per cent alcoholic content by 
weight, and fixes the method of sale 
through licenses to be issued to hotels 
and approved by the attorney general, 

Another provision of the proposed 
act is for.a tax of five cents per gal- 
jon on all such beer manufactured or 
imported into the province, : the tax 
to be collected in a manner similar to 
the present provincial gasoline tax. 

Fhe proposed act sets forth the fol- 
lowing additional’ schedule of taxation 
for breweries manufacturing such four 
per cent by weight beer, equivalent 
to 7.88 per cent by content: 

“Byery person who manufactures 
beer of, a strength greater than two 
‘and one-half per cent. proof spirits 
and to whom a license may be granted 
under this act shall, before receiving 
such licnse, pay to the attorney gen- 
-eral yearly, the following fees, that is 
to say: 

(a) By any person manufacturing 
over 1,000,000 gallons, $10,000. 

(b). By any person manufacturing 
yearly over 500,000 gallons and less 
than 1,000,000 gallons, $7,000. 

(c). By any, person manufacuring 
over .50,000, gallons yearly and less 
{hon 500,000 gallons, $4, 000, 

(ay By! asiy? person muntifactaring 
yearly less, than 260,000 gallons, $2,000. 


The proposed act is a rather 
lengthy one, containing 48 sections in 
all. Section 4 provides for the issu- 
ance of licenses to sell beer by the at- 
torney general in hotels, ‘to wholesal- 
ers who shall not have the right to 
sell beer upon their premises, and sec- 
tion 8 puts forth the following limita- 
tions upon issuance of licenses to 
hotels: 

“The number of hotel licenses to be 
granted in cities, towns, incorporated 
villfges and other places as herein- 
after mentioned shall not in any one 
year exceed: In cities, towns and 
incorporated villages and in other 
places in which licenses may be grant- 
ed, one license for the first 500 popu- 
lation or fraction thereof; a second 
license for the next 500 population or 
fraction thereof, up to 1,000; a third 
license for a population of at least 
1,750; a fourth license for a population 
of at least 3,000, and one license for 
each additional 1,000 of population. 


POPPIES TO BE SOLD 
ON ARMISTICE DAY 


“Poppy Day” will be held in Canada 
as well as in all the Allied countries 
on Armistice Day, November 11, The 
campaign in Alberta will be conduct- 
ed by the provincial command of the 
Alberta Great War Veterans associa- 
tion, and the actual selling will be in 
the hands of the various locals dis- 
tributed throughout the province. 

In this connection it is stated that 
there are\a number of districts in Al- 
berta where the veterans ure not or- 
ganized, and {n such instances any 
other organization willing to conduct 
the campaign there are requested to 
get in touch with R. Gallacher, the 
provincial secretary, 207-8 Oddfellows 
Block, Calgary. It is hoped to have 
the province so organized that citi- 
zens in every district will have an 
opportunity to secure a poppy to wear 
it on armistice day. 

The flowers will be sold awvring 
the week preceding Armistice Day. 
The entire proceeds from the fund 
raised will be used to relieve distress 
among disabled returned men and 
their dependents in the province. Ev- 
ery citizen is urged to wear a poppy 
in honor of the men who fought so 
bravely during the great war and 
“In memory of those who lie amid the 
Crosses.”

Messrs. Bull- 
yea and Carpenter remain members 
of the board. John Stocks died, in 
1917, the vacancy being filled by F. 
M. Black, now provincial treasurer of 
Manitoba, who resigned on the fol- 
lowing year to become treasurer of the 
United Grain Growers. The vacancy 
has not been filled until the appoint- 
ment of Mr, Fream.

Breaking quarantine for any infec: 
tious disease .in any part of Alberta, 
will hereafter be an offense against 
the law, punishable by fine or impris- 
onment, This is ag set forth in the 
new provincial health regulations, the 
compilation and revision of whivi has 
just been completed by the board of 
health and passed by order in coun- 
cil, 


It is now provided that a local board 
of health may fine any person — s0 
breaking quarantine the cum of $25.00, 
four-fifths of which is to become the 
property of the local board, with which 
to fight the spread of the disease, or 
may impoge imprisonment in default 
of paying the -fine. 

A mass of detail in connection with 
the various health laws of the prov- 
ince has been incorporated in the re- 
vised regulations. Included in the 
various provisions are clauses govern-

TWELFTH ALTA. 
CROP REPORT 


Issued by the Publicity Commission- 
er, Government Buildings, Edmonton, 
October 16—About ninety per cent of 
the threshing in the province is com- 
pleted and the threshers' returns haye 
have commenced to come in to the de- 
partment. Taking these first returns 
as a whole, they are disappointing, 
and indicate that the moderate crop 
estimate made a few weeks ago by 
dominion and provineial offices was 
somewhat, high. 


From the figures before us, the esti- 
mate of 13 bushels of wheat per acre 
has’ only been reached by the aver- 
ages of the south western section of 
So far other sections 
reporting are below this figure, 

The estimate of the oat yields is 
also shown to be too high, and the 
threshing returns would indicate that 
an average yield of 16 bushels would 
be ‘about the figure.: The whole oat 
crop of Alberta will be much: under 
that of the. past few. yeurs. .On ac- 
count of drought, conditions in’ some 
parts” of thu province mn” ‘the“Yorepart 
of the summer, and. with prospects of 
a short feed crop, much of the oats 
were cut for green feed, 


The first damaging frost: came to 
the ‘province about the 10th of the 
month, This has given Alberta a par- 
ticularly long crop season, with the 
result that in the south portion of the 
province, oats sown late for green 
feed have matured and will be thresh- 
ed. Taking advantage of continued 
good weather considerable fall plow- 
ing is being done. The root and veg- 
etable crop, not so heavy as in re- 
cent years, being harvested in good 
condition. 

One thing indicated by the thresh- 
ers’ returns from all sections, is that 
in a season of such peculiar climatic 
conditions as we have had, in 1982, 
that summer fallowing and good farm- 


ing brought the best results,

Trustee MacKachern reported that 
he and Dr. Stevenson, health officer, 
had visited the King Edward school 
at the time the diphtheria ease had 
been reported, and that all the chil- 
dren had been examined, and every 
precaution had been taken to prevent 
an outbreak. 

A letter from the department — of 
education brought up the matter of 
having night classes in Wetaskiwin. 
The question wag considered at con- 
siderable length, and jt was decided 
not to start classes at the present 
time. 


The report of Principal toyle for the 
month was received and adopted, 

The principal also referred to the 
crowded condition’of the high school, 
and recommended that another room 
and teacher be procured for Grade IX, 
It was left with Chairman Odell and 
Trustee MacEachern to bring in a 
report as to a suitable room, and the 
cost of same. 

The board voted $25.00 to be spent 
as prize money for the field sports to 
be held this week. 

Principal Hoyle recommended that 
additional: equipment be procured for 
the science room, and he was author, 
ized to spend’ up to $50.00 ‘for auime.’ 

After passing accounts amounting to 
$394.00, the meeting adjourned. 


WOMAN FREED FROM 
CHARGE KILLING BABE 


Miss Lucille Calenin, of Rosalind, 
who was on trial during the last two 
days in the supreme criminal court, 
on the charge of murdering her in- 
fant child, was acquitted by judge 
and jury Friday afternoon and left 
the court clinging to her aged father 
amid the acclamation of the people 
who followed the trial with deepest in- 
terest. As soon as the jury brought 
in their verdict of not guilty after a 
deliberation of only ten minutes, the 
audience applauded and cheered — to 
the echo, so much so that although 
the sheriff tried to check their emo- 
tions, their voices broke ont again 
and again, 

From the point of view of mental 
and medical science the case was a 
most interesting one, and, as far as is 
known was the first where the de: 
fence “puerperal insanity”, was suc: 
cessfully urged in these courts, The 
term, stripped of its technicalities, 
means that state of mind which arises 
by reason of melancholy, worry, fear 
of death in confinement, which causes 
a mental condition wherein — the 
mother may have immediate suicidal 
or other tendencies with no immed- 
diate recollection afterwards of what 
took place at the time. 

At the noon hour, Mr, Justice 
Tweedie, who was on the bench, ad- 
journed the court till two o'clock for 
the argument of the counsel, at’ which 
hour J. A. MeCaffry, for the accused, 
delivered an eloquent appeal to the 
jurors, pointing out the condition of 
the accused, seduced under promise of 
marriage, deserted by her betrayer, 
left penniless and friendless, and ruin- 
ed in health and body, 

W. H. Odell, KC. of Wetaskiwin, 
who was crown prosecutor, in his ad- 
dress to the jury, urged for convie- 
tion, and later asked his lordship to 
recall them and place before them the 
alternative that if they did not find a 
verdict of murder to find one of guilty 
of concealment of the birth of a child, 
His Lordship, without calling on Mr.

TALK OF CALGARY 
FOR CONVENTION

tion of the United Farmers of Al- 
berta will be held in Calgary, and not 
Edmonton, In the past it has been 
customary for the convention eo be 
each alternate year in these cities, 
and it was Edmonton's turn to have 
Many Alberta far- 


stringent economy; the pool rate of 
delegates works out much cheaper 
when the convention is held in Cal- 
gary, H. Higginbotham, the general 
secretary stated, and the matter will 
be finally decided by the executive 
when they met this week. 


40% Alberta’s s Butter. 
Output Manufactured 
Edmonton Creameries 


E, T. Love, manager of the Wood- 
land Dairies, in an address on dairy- 
ing before the Edmonton board of 
trade at luncheon on Friday last, de- 
clared that fully forty pér cent of the 
butter made in the province was manu- 
factured by Edmonton  creameries, 
While the dairy Industry was still in 
its infancy, upwards of twelve mil- 
lion pounds were manufactured annu 
ally, and sixty-eight per cent of this 
amounts was manufactured north of 
Red Deer, An indication of the impor: 
tance of the industry was shown by 
figures which indicated that during 
the summer $10,000 to $15,000 was 
paid out daily by Edmonton creamer: 
jes for milk and cream, 

Dairying was proving to be one 
of the most reliable lines of farming, 
and at the present time the speaker 
said that the man with a herd of from 
15 to 25 cows was making just as 
much money asan average grain farm- 
er, The crop from the cows was sure 
every year, which was one factor in 
its favor, 

Since the government grading had 
been established Alberta butter had 
become of u decidedly higher stand 
ard which will undoubtedly be muin- 
tained in the future, 


Continuing. the speaker’ pointed But 
that the use of pure bred sires, better 
shelter for the cows and growing of 
ensilage crops would help consider- 
able to improve the dairy Industry, 
Cow testing was also very important. 
W. W. Prevey, manager of the Ed- 
monton City Dairy, speaking of the 
possibilities of the export market for 
butter, sald that Japan was a fairly 
good consumer, and it) was expected 
that within the near future large 
quantities of butter would be shipped 
to that country, At the present: time 
approximately 10,000 pounds of butter 
was being shipped point in 
Japan monthly. The largest users of 
Alberta butter in Japan at the pres- 
ent time, the speaker said, were busi- 
ness men from other countries, but 
the higher business men of Japan 
were gradually becoming acquainted 
with the product, and it’ was expected 
that ultimately the demand for butter 
would be large,

Great Britain, however, would be 
always one of the largest markets for 
all countries, 

J. L. Juhlin, manager of the Edmon- 
ton stock yards, during the course of 
an address on the livestock industry, 
pointed out that the Edmonton stock 
yards during the past month did more 


business than any month since the 
yards started. A total of 722 cars 
of stock were received, and the re- 


ceipts included 14,898 cattle, 1,427 cal- 
ves, 6,000 hogs and 3,000 sheep. Ap- 
proximately 60 per cent of the cattle 
were stockers and feeders, which were 
shipped largely to eastern Canada and 
points in the central states, where they 
were fitted for the market. This con- 
dition should not exist, said the speak- 
er, Alberta had the cheapest feed in 
the world, and the stock should be 
fitted within the province,

Know Your 


Own Alberta 


A remarkable development has tak- 
en place in Alberta during the past 
ten.or twelve years, in the way of 
grain production. Increases in both 
acreage and yield have put this pro- 
vince safely among the grain produc- 
ing countries of America. -In 1909 the 
wheat crop of Alberta. was 8,467,799 
bushels, and Vin 1921 it wag 59,047,760 
bushels, The heaviest yeur on record 
was 1920 when tne officinl figures 
were 85,§26,901 busheis, Cver a-per- 
fod of ten years, spring wheat has av- 
eraged 20.34 bushels to the acre und 
winter wheat 22.61, In 1915, which 
is still looked on as 2 banner year, the 
figures were 35.93 and 89.37 respect: 
ively. The best yiela of wheat record- 
ed over a large acreage was that of 
the Noble Foundation at Nobleford in 
1914 when 54,330 bushels were grown 
from 1,000 acres of measured land, 
giving an average of 54.5 bushels per 
acre. The next best crop to wheat is 
oats, and the produstioa of this grain 
has increased from 24,515,661 bushels | 
in 1909 to 92,166,665 bushels in 1921. 
In oats, too, the heaviest year on re- 
cord was 1920, when 115,091,325 bus- 
hels were grown. The barley pro- 
duction has almost quadrupled in 
twelve years. But the greatest per- 
centage of increase i: that shown in 
the rye crop which has steadily gain- 
ed from 55,801 bushels fn 190) to 3,- 
198,758 bushels in 1921,

Catalog houses are busy the last 
few weeks sending out their’ printed 
literature to get people interested in 
their goods so as to get them to send 
in orders.

do better, by trading regularly at 


city buying habit that we farmers 
ought to consider. Most of our trou- 
bles come from the city. Few, if any 
of the troubles of the nation have 
their rise. and origin in the country. 
Practically all of them come from the 
centres of population, It is’ country 
money that has built up the great city 
catalog houses and the catalog houses 
are simply one of the large business 
institutions dominating our country 
which have their locations in the big 
cities. The farmers of the country 
have built up these catalog houses 
and thereby helped to centre the busi- 
hess enterprises of the nation in the 
large cities.’ It is to our interests. to 
have the small towns built up—not the 
big cities. No greater calamity could 
come to us ag farmers trying to build 
up our rural market centres than to 
have the big cities kill off the villages 
where we want our marketing enter: 
prises established. Of course it fol- 
lows that country merchants must de- 
liver the goods at reasonable prices 
and this most of them do. That being 
the case, it is to our local interests, I 
believe ,to build up business in our 
home towns rather than in the big 
cities.—Ex.

About 2 month ago Thomas Gray, 
Alfred Coates and other’ Peterhead 
prisoners were engaged in ‘loading 
stones. beside a water logged quarry 
hole at Stirlinghill when Coates leap- 
ed into the hole, which contained fifty- 
five feet of water. Coates had been 
sentenced to ten years of penal servi- 
tude and was mentally defective, and 
his sentence was evidently preying on 
his mind. Gray at once three off his 
coat, plunged in after Coates, grip- 
ped the drowning man, and made hero- 
ic efforts to save him. Those pecr- 
ing down into the hole were witnesses 
of a desperate fight, in which the issue 
was life or death. So yiolent: were 
the struggles of Coates that both he 
and his would-be rescuer were drawn 
under the water. Gray was compell- 
ed to relax his hold and come to the 
surface, 


Thus Coates went to the doom he 
sought, and Gray thoroughly . ex:
